A hail suppression sion plebiscite which | 
met with a severe reversal early in 
1956, received assounding approval 
from ratepayers on Monday, Dec. 
17. 


The vote Was on a money by-law 
in the Mountain View and Kneehill 
districts to grant the municipal dis- 
ricts the right to affix costs for hall 
suppression Measures on rural taxa- 
vion. The cost will be approximately 
seven mills on the tax bill for those 
‘armers within the target area, A 
wwosthirds majority was required to 
pass the by-law. 

Unofficialiy the results were 500 
for the bylaw and 117 against. Due 
to bad road conditions, only about 
5U per cent of the eligible voters cast 
ballots. 


The plebiscite covered approxi. 
mately half of the voters of the muni- 


cipal districts of Mountain View 
and Kneehill. 


The approval of the voters will 
result in the raising of $35,000 for 
hail suppression in this area. When 
voted on earlier in the year the pro- 
Ject was defeated by 833 votes to 287 
in the Mountain View area, and 670 
to 540 in the Kneehill district. 

Hail supression measures in the 
areas mentioned, which were in 
action during the past crop season,

A CHRISTIAN CHRISTMAS 
What do you mean? Is not 
Christmas always Christian? No 
one ever heard of a Hindu, or a 
Moslem Christmas. A man spent 
years in East Asia travelling and 
lecturing against the Christian faith. 
Everywhere he went he declared he 
was not a Christian and that he did 
not believe in Christianity, and that 
he definitely would have nothing to 
do with it. But the people in East 
Asia said he was a Christian. Why? 
Because he spoke in the Anglo Saxon 
tongue and had been born in Amer- 
ica. To them this meant being a 
Christian. 

The disciples were called Christians 
at Antioch. It was a nick-name. It 
was used with a sneer. It was in- 
tended to hurt. Their way of living 
with, and for each other, won for 
them this title, which means being 
Christ-like. If their lives had not 
been Christ-like they would not have 
been called Christians. Christ at the 
centre of their lives was reflected in 
their living. So, by a Christian 
Christmas, we mean a Christmas 
where Christ is always kept at 
the centre of our festivities, our am- 
usements, our celebrations, our serv- 
ices of worship and ow family 
circles, Shall we keep this in mind, 
and thus get away from the disap- 
pointments that are so often couched 
in this term, “I'll be so glad when 
Christmas is over.” 

The atmosphere of Christmas 
comes like the rising of a beauti- 
ful dawn, spreading over all life. 
Christmas always casts forward, not 
clouds of forboding and despair, but 
rather billows of hope, comfort, 
peace and good cheer. 

In Dickens’ Christmas Carol, one of 
the characters takes his little son on 
his knee. The other children gather 
around the father’s chair.
